General Wood Declares Cuban Rail- 


way Charges Excessive. 


Gen. 
Wood has issued an order de- 


claring the present Cuban railroad 
tariffs to be excessive and detrimental 
to public interests. He therefore lays 
down a set of regulations on, the lines 
o£ the United States interstate com- 
merce laws fixing rates, and espec- 
ially prohibiting the existing practice 
of charging more for short than for 
long hauls. The companies are noti- 
fied that the governor will entertain 
appeals if this action is regarded as 
unfair to them 
Among other things, 


:hc order provides as follows: 


' ihe present railroad tariffs on the 


ransportatiou of sugar in the Island 
of Ouba are excessive and detrimental 
o public interests; therefore it is or- 
lercd that the rates to be charged by 
the railroad companies of this island 
for the transportation ol sugar shall 
lie governed by the schedule herein 
.liter inserted. Any charge in excess 
of these rates shall be unlawful, and 
shall subject the parties guilty of the 
same to, a fine equal to ten times the 
amount collected in excess ot the here- 


authorised rates. 
Tho courts of 


the island will have jurisdiction in all 
cases ot violation of this order. If 
the railroad companies I col that the 
operation of these provisions 
de- 


prives them of a reasonable income 
on their invested capital they may ap 
peal to the military governor, who, at' 
tci consideration of all the fact's, will 
render a final decision, it. being un- 
derstood that such decision shall be 
in accordance with, the provisions ol 
order No. 2-1C, aeries 1901, these head- 
quarters." 


1L is declared unlawful for any rail- 


road to make or give any undue- or 
unreasonable preference or advantage 
to any particular person, company, 
firm, corporation or locality, or to an 
paricular description of traffic, or to 
subject any particular person, com- 
pany or locality fo any undue or un- 
reasonable prejudice or disadvantage 
It is also provided that "in any cas< 
where there may exist on one of the 
railroads a lower price than the cor 
responding tariff price the lower price 
shall continue in force; hua a higher 
price cannot be charged for a shorter 
distance haul on the same lino to thr 
port where sugar, molasses or aguari- 
ente is to be remitted; and if a higher 
price has boon in force for a shortei 
distance it must bo reduced forth- 
with. In any case when a higher price 
may cxigt it shall be reduced to the 
tariff price, or to the lower price if 
there is any lower price existing for 
the same or longer distance, as al- 
ready explained."

Gray in Massachusetts, where the sys- 
tem of regulation by commissions Ii 
furthest advanced and In a generally 
well g<ivor«ed state. Professor Gray 
favors regulation of monopolies as the 
only escape from "reckless socialism." 
But he found that the law creating the 
gas commission was drawn by the at- 
torney of the Boston Gas company, in- 
troduced into the Boston board of al- 
dermen by his brother and by that 
body introduced in the state legisla- 
ture. The companies nominate and pay 
the salaries of the commissioners, their 
regulators. "The commission has done 
all that it can do and continue to ex- 
ist" is the apologetic and hopeful re- 
mark of Professor Gray. 


"The act establishing the gas com- 


mission," says Professor Parsons, "put 
the power into the hands of the com- 
pany's 
friends 
and 
secured 
them 


against competition at the same time 
that it quieted the people by making 
them think they were getting control." 
The commission has aided the Boston 
company to suppress facts, and when 
Mayor Matthews and the city attor- 
ney, G. F. Williams, had won an im- 
portant victory over both the company 
and the commission appointed to regu- 
late it Mayor Matthews surrendered 
and became president of the company 
at n salary of $25,000 a year. 


The Massachusetts street railway 


commission has kept down capitalisa- 
tion to a lower level than that in most 
states, but "it shows Kigns of weaken- 
ing." The Street Uailvvuy Journal siiys 
of it: "Its wiw decisions have done 
more to establish electric railroading 
on a prolitable basis than any other 
Influence."

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


Two Bill* Already Introduced In Con- 


great. 


Two bills providing for the adoption 


of' the metric ey*tem of weights and 
measures have been 
introduced 
in 


congress within the past six weeks, 
and the passage of a carefully pre- 
pared metric bill will probably be 
itfected during the present session of 
congress. This bill, it Is claimed by its 
promoters, is one cf those very few 
measures which will directly affect 
every individual in the United States. 
Every person who buys or sells, they 
say, and every child 
"ft ho 'attends 


school will feel the beneficial effects 
of the system. The importance of the 
change can scarcely.be estimated. Our 
present weights and measures are con- 
sidered so inconsistent, ' cumbersome 
and irregular that from manufactur- 
ers, mecbants, statisciaas and men of 
science there has come a unanimous 
plea for the adoption of the simple 
system based on the international me- 
ter. 


Tne metric system is now in use in 


all countries of the world. In thirty-six 
different nations, representing five 
hundred million of people, it is the 
only leagl standard. The metric sys- 
tem originated among the scientific 
men of France during the French rev- 
olution, but the system vras intended 
to be international. Alter many years' 
research by distinguished 
scientists 


of tae time, the standard "meter," the 
new base of the world's weights and 
measures, was prepared, and it is said 
to be the most perfect standard ol 
measurement ever constructed. It is 
an iridio-platinum bar, practicably in- 
destructible, and is housed under the 
most perfect conditions at the inter- 
national bureau of ^weights and meas- 
ures at Paris. The kilogram, the unit 
of weight, w&s determined with simi- 
lar care, -hese standards were adopt- 
ed at a convention of the official rep- 
resentatives of 
twenty-two nations, 


and protypes were distributed to all 
the countries ^concerned. The spread 
of the metric system among the na- 
tions ot the world has been steady. 
The introduction of a universal sys- 
tem was felt to be as necessary a& a 
unilorm standard of time, or a uniform 
base for longitude; in fact, the metric 
system is last becoming the universal 
language of weights and measures. 


It is an interesting fact that the me- 


tric system is the only system ever le- 
galized l>y congress and the only ays- 
tern we hold in harmouy with any oth 
er nation. In 1SGG congress legali/.cnl 
the system and authorized that "one 
set of standard weights and measures 
(..jo furnished) for the 
use of 
the 


states respectively." This was done 
and copies of the fundamental stand 
ards of tne metric system were distrib 
uted to every state of the Union. T!K 
government departments at Washing- 
ton u&e this system extensively. In the 
investigations 
in 
agriculture anu 


chemistry of the Agriculture depart 
ment and in the work of the coast anc 
geouctic am vu,> ii is used exclusively 
Tlie surgeon general of the army re 
quires that medical supplies be paokeci 
in metric packages. The army post 
physicians and apothecaries use the 
metric system entirely in making and 
following prescriptions. Similar regu- 
lations prevail in the United States 
marine hospital service. 
The Post 


Office department is authorized to use 
metric scales in every post office ii. 
the United States. The metric meas 
ures are used exclusively in " Porto 
Rico, Cuba and the Philippines. In this 
country the system is largely used by 
manufacturers and dealers in drugs 
and chemicals. Scientists use the sys- 
tem almost exclusively and makers of 
scientific apparatus of all kinds prefe; 
to use the new system, although some- 
times compelled by the exigencies or 
trade to use both systems, ihe extra- 
ordinary growth in the electrical busi- 
ness make's especially pertinent the 
fact that all electrical units as adopted 
by congress are based upon the metric 
system, and that oven in designing 
electrical apparatus, that system is in 
that in exporting for the foreign trade 
the catalogue aud specifications are 
rrmde up on the new basis. 


Our common measures, sometimes 


called the Engfsh measures, are very 
anomolous. It is a common mistake to 
suppose that our measures are identi- 
cal with those of England, for our gal- 
lon differs from the English gallon by 
about 20 per cent. Our bushel IB 3 pei 
is 3 three per cent smaller than, theirs 
and even our yard differs slightly. The 
old hundred weight and ton are each 
12 per cent heavier than ours, and 
their gallons, quarts oncl pints also 
differ, for these latter units arc each 
20 per cont greater thiau gallons, quarts 
and pints of our wine measure-, .'$ por 
cent, greater than those- of our dry 
measure. Coming to our c\vn country 
wo have,' in fact, nearly a dozen differ- 
oront syRtoms of weights and moas- 
ur»s, namely, tho avoirdupois, thf Iroy 
thp diamond, i. e apothecary 
moan- 


uros, the beoV,. tho liquid, Uic 'dry

Matures of the old method are strik- 
ng; for instance, according to the troy 
measure and ounce of gold weighed 
froty-two grains more than au ounce 
of lead da avoidupois, but the pound 


•f lead weighed 1,245 grains more than 
a pound of gold. Such absuid incon- 
sistencies will, of course, be unknown 
after the adoption of the metric sys- 
tem. 


At present, in the United States,

A CANAL, DECISION. 


The isthmian canal commission re- 


ports In favor of the Panama route in 
the light of the latest financial phase 
of the case, the Panama company hav- 
ing reduced the price for its property 


-^ franchises to $40,000,000. The 


commission goes over the old ground, 
covered at greater legth in its original 
report, and addresses in, detail only the 
financial and engineering aspects of 
the canal situation. It touches only i- 
mention upon the need of securing 
new concesssions from Colombia, to 
replace the limied grant DOW held by 
the Panama company, herefore, in or- 
der to make LUC showing in the case 
complete, and to permit a fair compari- 
son. between the two routes, there 
should be ascertained without delay 
what concessions Colombia can and 
will make in transfer of control of the 
canal strip, and what she ' proposes 
o charge this government for its priv- 
leges along tne canal line, and like- 
wise what similar grants can be ob- 
ained from Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
and what they would cost were the 
^k aragua route chosen. Then can the 
wo proposals be set side by side and 
measured squarely. It is incumbent 
ipon those wuo are favoring the Pana- 
ma route, who have been under some 
egree of suspicion of having an as- 
ociation with the railroad interests 
vhich have "worked for many years 
teadily against all cwutl construction 
o demonstrate her good faith now by 
>utting the case as soon as possible 
pon this basis of fair comparison. 
'hey should make clear the precise 
iosition of Colombia with regard to 
jo change in the prospective owner- 
hip ot the canal franchises and de- 
f-lop the degree of responsibility 
vhich this government will assume 
houiu it engage to construct the canal 
long the Panama line They should 
uithcrmoro sweep away, if possible, 
II doubts which may prevail now at> i 
0 the validity of the title- to the canal 
roporty which the present company 
an convey, and ail doubts as io the 
ttitude which the stockholders in the 
''anama railroad will assumo toward 
he proposition to sell outright to the 
Jnitcd States. Having made their offer 
1 a Bale for $10,000,000, the Panama 
iMjple tan now do no less than to com 


\< to the proffer and put the case in 
ts best shape tor immediate decision 
'ho henatc will have the case well ii 
and 
1 tan weigh the relative CUKI- 


ecring, political and financial merit 
t the two loutcs and decide according 
o its best lights. But some decision 
liould In- reached at this sr&slon ol 
ongrr s,s. Thoie is no apparent reason 
why tho senate ipnuotvotc afnmatlve- 
y upon one or the other of the alterna 
ive plans within a few weeks. Tho 
ictails of the two propositions arc al 
ell known, have those which have 
ust boon suggested as necessary fo* 
he Panama people to adduce in order 
o clear away the last doubts Should 
he noriate decide that the Nicaragua 
onto, everything considered, is prefer 
iblo, the commission's decision upon 
he basis ot the cost of the canal itself 
o tho contrary notwithstanding, then 
he matter is finally settled. If he sen 
itc, however, should vote in favor of 
anama, the house may decide to con- 
•ur m view >[ tho judgment of the 
ommission, rendered since it acted 
jr. tho original bill. But if tho house 
should not agree to such a vote by the 
senate, the bill can be thown into 
•onfeier.ce, and theic worked out to a 
onclusion. 
H this bill ib allowed to remain mi 
nactt d, in either form, when the sos 
lion closes, simply because the rivalry 
H'tween two possible, linos of canal 
™onsti urtion or because of the opposi- 
Mon to any form of canal construction 
/n the part of the trans-continental 
allrnads, the clearly expressed will of 
.he American people will have been 
lelibcrately disregarded by congress.

Some time ago there was a 
similar inquiry as to the origin of the 
expression, "Welcome the 
coming, 


speed the parting guest," and when 
that exact expression was tound in the 
familiar English poet, the quest was 
leemcd satisfactory. 
But Goldsmith 


merely adapted a very olci rule for a 
polite host. Twenty-four centuries be- 
fore his time, Mevelaos used the same 
phrase in Greek to his guest Telema- 
cuiis. as Homer tells us in the Odyssey.
